SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication !!14 — 15.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the computer image file promotes and supports the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The computer image presents a colour photograph of the head of a young male 
fellating another supine young male. Both appear to be aged between 14 and 16 
years. 

The computer image file contains a photograph of young persons engaging in sexual 
activity. The photograph presents young persons as sexually active and available. 
This strengthens and legitimises the notion of sexual activity between and with young 
persons. The image therefore promotes and supports the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes and is deemed objectionable. 

An objectionable classification places a limit on s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 (NZBR Act). The publication falls under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) which overrides si4 of the NZBR Act 
because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent 
with the rights and freedoms contained in s14 of the NZBR Act. This limit on freedom 
of expression is prescribed by law. 
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
